TURKS ARE BEGINNING 
TO QUIT THEIR POSITIONS

Details of the Russian Dash 
Not Known, But It Is Offi- 
cially Described as a “Bold 
and Adventurous Ride.” 
Russians Have Achieved 
One of Their Main Ob- 
jectives. | 


london, May 21.—The Russians have 
achieved in part one of their main ob- 
jectives in Asiatic Turkey—the joining 
of hands with their’ British allies 
fighting against the Turks on the 
Tigris river. Without preliminary an- 
nouncement and apparently quite un- 
expectedly, a force of Russian cavalry, 
after a bold and adventurous ride, has 
formed a. junction with the British 
General Gorringe, on the right bank 
of the Tigris in the region of Kut-el- 
Amara, where only recently a British 
force under General Townshend, after 
a long siege, was foreed to-ecapitulate 
to the Turks, 

How the Russians made their ad- 
vance—whether along the Higris val- 
ley past Bagdad, or down through 
Persia, has not been made known. 
Coincident with their arrival, however, 
comes a report that the Turks have 
evacuated Bethaiessa, their advanced 
position on the right bank of the 
Tigris, and also have lost to the British 
their Dujaillam redoubdt. 

Russians Continue Advance. 

Petrograd also says the Russians are 
keeping up their advance on Mosul. 

An official communication issued to- 
night concerning the situation along 
the Tigris follows: 

“General Lake reports that on the 
19th the enemy vacated the Bethaiessa 
advanced position on the right bank 
of the Tigris. General Gorringe, fol- 
lowing wp the enemy, attacked and 
earried the Dujailam redoubt. The en- 
emy is still holding the Sannayyat po- 
sition on the left bank of the river. 
A force of Russian cavalry has joined 
General Gorringe after a bold and ad- 
venturous ride.” 

The first news of the operations on 
the Tigris since the fall of Kut-el- 
Amara, althqugh it shows that the 
Turks are still holding the Sunnayyat 
position on the left bank of the Ti- 
gris, where the British check made it 
impossible to carry out the relief of 


General Townshend, brings the wel- 


come, but astonishing intelligence that 
a body of Russian cavalry, after an 
adventurous ride, has succeeded in 
Joining General Gorringe’s forces on 
the south bank of the Tigris. 

Still Remains a Puzzle. 

How this important junction was ef- 
fected is still unknown and the story 
will be awaited with intense interest. 
The supposition is that this detachment 
came from the Russian army which is 
threatening Khanikan, but it still re- 
mains a puzzle where and how the 
Russians succeeded in crossing the riv- 
er. Their sudden appearance with Gen- 
eral Gorringe also has raised the ques- 
tion whether the Russians have al- 
ready cut the Bagdad railway at Mo- 
sul. In any case the unexpected ap- 
pearance of this body of cavalry is as 
great a surprise as was the first land- 
ing of the Russian troops at Marseil- 
les and is another instance of the seats

The disappearance of Beatrice Nelms 
and her sister, Mrs. Elois Nelms Den- 
nis, furnished one of the nation’s most 
sensational mysteries. 

Starting out from Atlanta in late 
May, 1914, they were last heard from 
in New Orleans, where they were 
boarding a train supposedly for Mineral 
Wells, Texas. 

The following month, Mrs. John W. 
Nelms, then living at Smyrna, received 
a lengthy, typewritten communication 
signed “Elois,” from San Francisco, 
explaining that the writer had slain her 
sister Beatrice in New Orleans, “feed- 
ing her body to the fishes,” and was 
then en route to kill Marshall, her 
brother, who was at that time living in 
San Francisco. 

The letter set out a long list of family 
grievances in’ explanation of the al- 
leged murder, and of the suicide she 
proposed. Only parts of this letter were 
made public. The prosecution charges 
that it was written by Victor Innes.

At the end of an hour of vain efforts 
by the police to arrest the negro, the 
Atlanta fire department was summoned, 


and Chief “Bill’ Cody responded with i 


a fire company. 

A strong stream of water was played 
on the giant mulatto in his lair, where 
he had so successfully barricaded and 
armed himself. 

The fire hose stream burst out a win- 
dow in the rear of the room 
and opened an avenue of escape, 
through which the maniac leaped to 
safety. 

With a brick in one hand and a-plece 
of iron grating from the fireplace in 
the other, he fled towards the white 
nurses’ dormitory, creating a furor of 
excitement in these quarters. 

Call Officer B. B. Haslett had antici- 
pated the maniac’s actions, and reached 
a spot between the dormitory and the 
fleeing black. 

He attempted to stop the negro. 


Negro Is Shot Down. 

Failing, he opened fire with his re- 
volver. His first shot Knocked the 
brick from the negro’s left hand, pierced 
his wrist, and crashed through the 
glass casing of a hallway two feet from 
the head of a newspaper reporter and 
the crowd of nurses and internes who. 
were watching the stirring scene 

The maniac leaped at the officer with 
the piece of iron grating upraised in 
his right hand. A second shot from 
Officer Haslett’s revolver broke the 
negro’s left leg, and felled him. 

Officer Haslett and Chief Cook Jack 
Wilhite leaped upon the black and over- 
powered him. 

Three days ago the unknown negro 
was brought to Grady hospital, suf- 
fering from a slight attack of brain 
fever. He had been placed in the front 
room of the negro’s ward, which is 
near the glass-encased hallways and 
runs that lead from the ambulance 
driveway to the clinic room and offices 
of the hospital. 

At 8:30 o’clock last night Ambulance 
Driver Frank Trammell discovered the 
black in his room breaking up the mar- 
ble top of a table into small pieces. In

| Judge Worley, Taken to 
Athens--Slapping of Negro 
Caused Tragedy. 


Elberton, Ga., May 21.—(Special.)— 
| Sheriff S. N. Hailey was shot and killed 
by Arnold Worley in the lobby of the 
courthouse about noon today. 

Mr. Worley is a son of Judge J. N. 
Worley and recently succeeded his fa- 
ther as city attorney. 

Mr. Hailey was recently nominated to 
succeed himself as sheriff. Hailey was 
jailer as well as sheriff. 

Mr. Worley was taken to Athens im- 
mediately after the shooting. He gave 
himself up to Policeman C. W. John- 
son, 

Difficulty Over Prisoner. 

The killing, it is alleged, was the 
result of a difficulty over Mr. Hailey’s 
striking a negro prisoner. The menh 
met in the vestibule of the courthouse. 

Hailey is reported to have said, “Ar- 
nold, I don’t like the manner in which 
you approached me.” 

Without a word Worley is said to 
have whipped out a pistol and fired 
*wice, killing Hailey, Worley con- 


Sunday morning about 11 o’clock two 
deputies from Anderson and Sheriff 
Hailey went to the Seaboard railroad 
depot and arrested a negro, who was 
thought to be wanted ‘dn Anderson. 
They started back to the courthouse, 
where another Anderson negro was 
waiting, who had been taken to El- 
berton to identify the other negro, On 
the way to the courthouse the arrested 
negro passed a lie to Sheriff Hailey 
and he slapped the negro. 

Mr. Worley saw this and reprimand- 
ed the sheriff, telling him, it is stated, 
that he had better cut it out. The 
sheriff replied that he was attending to 
his business and that he (Worley) had 
better go on about his. Worley is said 
to have replied that he would make it 
his busines. 

Reproached by Sheriff. 

According to ‘the reports, nothing 
more was seen of Worley for about 
one-half hour. While Sheriff Hailey, 
Defuties Sanders and Williams, John- 
son, assistant chief of police; a Mr. 
Brock and two other men were sitting 
in the courthouse, .Worley walked up 
to within about three feet of Sheriff 
Hailey. The sheriff arose and told 
Worley that he did not see the reason 
for Worley’s conduct earlier in the day. 
Worley, it is stated, then pulled his 
pistol, fired twice at close range and 
began backing toward the door. He 
continued to shoot, it is reported, three 
more shots being fired, but none of 
these taking effect. Although mortal- 
ly wounded, Sheriff Hailey fired at Wor- 
ley three times as he was going out 
of the door. None of these shots took 
effect. 

Hailey soon expired, one of the bul- 
lets having entered his left side just 
below the heart. : 

In a very short time Worley start- 
ed back into the courthouse, but was 
met by Deputy Sheriff Sanders, who 
told him that he must not enter. Police- 
man Johnson came up about this time 
and placed Worley under arrest. He 
was carried to the city jail, but many 
people began to gather and since there 
was talk of violence he was carried to 
Athens. 

Hailey had been sheriff of Ebbert 
county for the past several years and 
was only recently re-elected for four 
more years. He was very highly re- 
spected and it is said he was a splendid 
officer. Worley is a young man about 
30 years of age, and a member of the

| Messages Are Being Flashed

STATE CONSTABLES 


PROPOSED BY BILL 


At the next session of the general | 
assembly President Ogden Persons, of 
the senate, will introduce a bill for the 
creation of a state constabulary, sim- 
ilar to that maintained by Pennsyl- 
vania and several other states. The ob- 
ject of the establishment of a Georgia 
state constabulary will be for law en- 
forcement, and the bill will contem- 
plate especially the enforcement of 
the prohibition law, it is said. 

The bill will provide that such a 
constabulary shall operate under the 
office of the attorney general, and may 
be assigned by him to counties where 
the prohibition or other laws are be- 
ing violated. It will be the duty of 
such a constabulary to collect evidence, 
make arrests and otherwise work to- 
ward a etrict enforcement of all laws. 
The prosecution of cases ag such a 
constabulary might work up or make 
will be through the regular channels 
of the established courts, although it

These disclosures resulted from an 
investigation The Constitution is carT- 
rying on in the far northwest based on 
a tip received last week that the Nelms 
sisters were alive and that the defense 
of Victor Innes had in hand evidence 
to that effect. This was admitted by 
Judge J. K. Hines, senior counsel for 
the prisoner, who said last night that 
they had succeeded in tracing the van- 
ished girls into the northwest. 

A reporter communicated with Mrs. 
John W. Nelms, mother of the missing 
daughters, and read to her and Mar- 
shall Nelms, the brother, the data ob- 
tained by The Constitution from Seattle 
and Snohomoish.

Although no one attached 
to the defense will talk on this sub- 
ject, Mrs. Sinclair is said on good au- 
thority to have been the first to furnish 
the clue to the Snohomish angle. 

Handicapped by the lack of runds the 
progress made in running down the ru- 
mors. that led to the Pacific coast was 
slow, but she succeded in the five weeks 
that have elapsed in following the trail 
to the Washington village. There she 
was forced to rest.

investigation. 

Last week The Constitution learned, 
through another source, of these dis- 
coveries, which the defense had planned 
to keep secret until time of trial, and 
then spring them as a surprise, with 
the view of discrediting the  state’s 
murder theory.

America’s famed gold-mining country. 
It is not easily accessible. The journey 
is made by boat from Seattle to Van- 
couver. Sometimes boats do not sail 
fora month.

Dawson 
is known as the heart of the Yukon. 
Here sprang the inspiration for Robert 
W. Service’s immortal “The Spell of 
the Yukon.”

Seattle, Wash., May 21.—Mrs, Elois 
Nelms Dennis and her sister, Miss Beat- 
rice Nelms, of Atlanta, Ga., in connec- 
tion with whose mysterious disappear- 
ance two years ago, Mr. and Mrs. Vic- 
tor E. Innes, of Pugene, Ore., were 
tried on a charge of murder, were liv- 
ing in Snohomish, 30 miles north of 
here, until August, 1915, according to 
information gathered by J. E. Bylling, 
chief of police of Snohomish.

Buckley conducted a saloon until Oc- 
tober of that year, when he sold out

ley in Snohomish. Her sister, he said,

HOUSE HURRYING, 
BUT SENATE BALKS 


Important Measures Passed 
by the House Last Week. 
River-Harbor Filibuster 
Blocks Business in Senate. 


Washington, May 21.—Rapid legisla- 
tive strides, encouraging to adminis- 
tration leaders who hope for adjourn- 
ment of congress late in July or early 
in August, were made in the house 
during the week just passed, the lower 
branch outdistancing the senate, which 
is still in the throes of a filibuster 
against the $43,000,000 rivers and har- 
bors appropriation bill. 

The tenacious fight against the riv- 
ers and harbors measure has at last 
begun to wear on the patience of sen- 
ate managers who are anxious to get 
to other business, and unless a vote 
is reached in a few days night sessions 
may be ordered. The filibuster took up 
the week, except for a brief time given 
to approving the army reorganization 
bill, and it will be resumed tomorrow, 
with Senators Kenyon and Sherman 
leading the fight. Already several 
democratic votes have been won, and 
there is a possibility now that some 
big items may be cut out of the meas- 
ure. 

Important Bills Passed. 


The house succeeded during the week 
in passing the flood control bill, rural 
credits legislation, the conference re- 
port on the army bill and the gov- 
ernment shipping bill, one of the most 
important measures on the administra- 
tion program; and the naval commit- 
tee concluded its work on the navy ap- 
propriation and construction bill, the 
second part of the national defense 
plan. This will be ready for general 
debate soon. In addition the ways 
and means committee got to work on 
revenue problems and the way is clear 
for the completion of revenue legis- 
lation soon after the national politi- 
cal conventions. 

In the senate tomorrow a fight to a 
finish is expected between conserva- 
tives and liberal senators over-the Ken- 
yon and LaFollette resolutions to force 
consideration of executive nominations 
in open session. The resolution is an 
outgrowth of the fight against George 
Rublee as a member of the federal 
trade commission, whose nomination 
was rejected but which is to come up 
again Tuesday on a motion to recon- 
sider the vote. Champions of Rublee 
have been working hard, aided by 
strong administration influences, and 
they now claim to have won new sup- 
port and hope to reverse the result of 
last week’s action. 

Case of Brandeis. 


Another important event of the week 
will be disposition of the nomination of 
Louis D. Brandeis to the supreme court 
by the senate judiciary committee. The 
committee will act Wednesday, after 
having had the name before it since 
January. Few of Mr. Brandeis’ friends 
look for a favorable report on the nom- 
ination, although they have not given 
up hope altogether that some demo- 
cratic senators who have been inclined 
to oppose him may change their minds. 
In any event they expect that the nom- 
ination will be returned to the senate 
for final action, probably in a report 
without recommendation. This will in- 
sure a long fight and it is to prepare 
for this that many of the Brandeis sup- 
porters hope the Kenyon resolution for

AUSTRIANS SEEK 


TO INVADE ITALY 


Italian Staff Adopts Meas- 
ures to Stop Austrian Ad- 
vance Down Adige Valley. 
Caunter Drive Is Planned. 


Rome May 21.—The Austrian attack 
continues with the greatest vigor along 
the Trentino front, especially between 
the aidge and Brenta rivers. These riv- 
ers are only about 20 miles apart, ‘but 
the fighting line is sub-divided into 
four sections by high mountains. 

For over three months the Austrians 
had prepared for the present offensive, 
as they were anxious to abandon 


defensive attitude which they had 


‘maintained along the whole front since 


Italy entered the war. It is pointed out 
here that, as in all the offensives in 
the present war, the assailing forces 
have at first an apparent advantage, 
since the defenders must abandon their 
advanced fortified lines, the object of 
which is to hold and wear down the en- 
emy as much ag possible. 

While the Austrians have made ad- 
vances, they have sustained very se- 
rious losses, especially in the Arsa val- 
ley near Pozzacchio fort in the Sugana 
Valley, and north of the high plateau of 
Asiago. 

Italians Abandon Austrian Towns. 

In the Terragnolo valley, as well as 
on the plateau of Folgaria, the Italians 
have abandoned villages in Austrian 
territory which they had occupied, re- 
tiring beyond the former frontier, as

As pre- 
cautionary measures, the Italian mili- 
tary authorities ordered the civilian 
population to vacate the villages along 
the frontier near Asiago. South of Zeg- 
natorta the Austrians made an effort to 
occupy the village of Mario, which the 
Italians took on November 12, and south 
of Monte (Maggio they attacked Monte 
Coston, which dominates Bercola pass, 
leading to Arsiero and Vicenza, but 
were repulsed with heavy losses. 

After a protracted council 
ing attended by cabinet minis- 
ters, General Paolo Morrone, min- 
ister of war, issued a statement con- 
cerning the military situation in con- 
nection with the Austrian offensive 
which will “leave the Italian supreme 
command perfectly tranquil.” 

The plans of the Italian military au- 
thorities cannot be divulged nor dis- 
cussed, but it can be stated that meas- 
ures have been adopted to cope with 
any possible situation. 

General Offensive Probable. 

In addition to direct action on the 
Italian front it is expected that a gen- 
eral offensive movement against the 
Austrians will be made on other fronts, 
especially in the Balkans and in Russia 
and in addition a contemporaneous at- 
tack is expected to be sprung by Italy's 
allies in France. 

Meanwhile military critics, including 
General Morrone, advise restricting the 
Italian front by abandoning the far ad- 
vanced positions in order better to be 
able to repulse the Austrians, whose 
forward movement along the Trentino 
front already has lasted a week. This 
action is a repetition of what Austrian 
generals did more than a century ago 
when Napoleon attacked Austria from 
the Isonzo river. 

The Austrian staff, it is believed, 
hopes to invade Italy along the Adige 
river valley, thus forcing the Italians 
to abandon their offensive on the east- 
ern front for fear of having their main 
army taken in the rear. 

For this attack Austria, 
thirty divisions on the Italian front, 
augmented them by twelve, six of 
which were drawn from Serbia and six 
from the Russian front. 

POSITIONS ARE TAKEN 
ON ITALIAN MAIN LINE. 

Berlin, May 21.—(By Wireless.)— 
Positions captured by the Austrians in 
the offensive movement last week in- 
clude some of the points on the Italian 
main line of resistance, the Overseas 
News agency says: 

“A dispatch from Vienna gives the 
text of an order issued by Lieutenant 
General Dechaurand, of the Italian 
army, on May 11, which was found on 
the colonel of the Sixty-fourth regi- 
ment of Italian infantry, who was cap- 
tured,” the news agency says. 

“In the order it is stated that the 
main line of resistance which was to 
be defended to the utmost, was the line 
from Monte Maronia to Malga, Pra del 
Bertoldi and Sogliodaspio. The order 
stated that this line would be rein- 
forced on both flanks from positions 
further back, between Alpemalegna 
Baitodemarchi. The main points of 
support were Capisald, Monte Maronia, 
Costadagra and Malga Pioverna. 

“The order’ stated that at Monte 
Coston and Sogliodaspio resistance 
must be maintained to the utmost, 
since the loss of one of these positions 
would endanger the whole line. It was 
also stated that Monte Maronia must 
be held in case of attack on the Ter- 
ragnola valley and Lain valley, since 
the evacuation of this point would 
mean the loss of the valleys. 

“An official report from Italian 
headquarters states that the Italian 
troops withdrew from their advance 
lines to the main positions of defense. 
The Austro-Hungarian war office an- 
nounced the capture of Sogliodaspio, 
Coston, Costadagra and Monte Maronia, 
which in the order of Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Dechaurand were designated, not 
as advanced positions, but as important 
points on the main line of resistance 
which were to be defended to the ut- 
most.”

|. Corporal Victor Chapman, of New

Lieutenant Wiisiam Kh. Thaw, of 
Pittsburg, proposed for 
citation for pursuing a second Ger- 
man machine trom the camp, continu- 
ing the flight at close range until his 
machine gun jammed, Lieutenant Thaw 
also is credited with forcing down an- 
other German machine, provably to de- 
struction, but it has been impossibie 
to verify this officially. 

Corporal Rockwell engaged his op- 
ponent at close quarters. tie swooped 
down upon the German aeroplane, tac- 
ing machine sun fire as he approached, 
He-waited uncil he was within 30 yards 
of the German machine and then opened 
fire. At his fifth shot the gunner of 
the German machine tossed up his 
hands and fell over the pilot, who aisv 
crumpled up as the machine began to 
plunge downward, in flames, to the 
German trenches near Uffholz. After 
it crashed to the ground it continued 
to burn. 

Corporal Rockwell was compelled to 
turn at a sharp decline to avoid a col- 
lision with the German aeroplane. He 
did not see the German machine strike 
the ground, but that fact was reported 
by artillery observers. 

Two German aeroplanes fiew over 
the Franco-American camp on the fol- 
lowing day and dropped a bomb which 
exploded within ten yards of the ma- 
chines, but caused no damage. Cor- 
poral Chapman and Lieutenant Thaw 
took to the air and the Germans fled. 
One escaped in the haze. Lieutenant 
Thaw caught the other at a height of 
3,200 yards and exchanged several vol- 
leys at close range. Then his gun 
jammed and he was obliged to desist.

IN DEATH STRUGGLE 
ARMIES ARE LOGKED 
UN VERDUN SECTOR 


Battle Continues With Great 
Violence, Both French and 
Germans Claiming Gains 
at Certain Points. 


HAUDREMONT QUARRIES 
CAPTURED BY FRENCH 


Berlin Reports the Capture 

of Over 1,300 French and 
16 Machine Guns and 8 
Cannon in the Region of 
Le Mort Homme. 


London, May 21.—Around Verdun the 
fighting between the French and Ger- 
mans continues with great violence, 
especially between the Avocourt wood 
and the River Meuse, northwest of the 
fortress. A French first line trench 
and slopes on the west of Le Mort 
Homme have been captured by the Ger- 
mans, While the French have taken two 
German trenches on the road from 
Esnes to Haucourt. Numerous German 
attacks have ibeen repulsed. Berlin re- 
ports that more than 1,300 French were 
taken prisoner and that sixteen ma- 
chine guns and eight cannon were cap- 
tured in the region of Le Mort Homme. 

Northeast of the fortress the French 
have taken from the Germans the Hau- 
dremont quarries, which had _ . been 
strongly organized, and captured 80 
prisoners and four machine guns. On 
the remainder of the front the fight- 
ing has consisted mainly of artillery 
duels and numerous combats in the air. 
In the aerial fighting aviators of both 
sides were brought down. 


AUSTRIANS STRIKE 
AT THE ITALIANS. 


The latest Austrian official report, 
dated Saturday, and presumably refer- 
ring to fighting of the previous day 
records additional progress of the Aus- 
trian armies against the Italians in 
southern Tyrol. The Rome communi- 
cation, which deals with the fighting of 
Saturday, mentions an infantry engage- 
ment in the Lagarina valley, where the 
Austrians threw three large masses of 
infantry into the fray, but were driven 
back with heavy losses. Another at- 
tack between the Astico and Brenta 
forcés had a similar result. Advanced 
Italian posts repulsed another attack 
in the Sugana valley, but afterwards 
withdrew to their lines of supoprt. The 
Austrian artillery continues extremely 
active at other points. ‘ 

Except for German attempts at of- 
fensives against the Russians in the 
Illoukst region and north of Lake Ilsen, 
which were repulsed, there have been 


only artillery duels on the Russian 


| front. 


Two aeroplanes of the Teutonic al- 
lies have dropped bombs on Cairo, 
Egypt, killing two and wounding thir- 
teen civilians and injuring five soldiers. 


GAIN FOR GERMANS 
AT DEAD MAN HILL. 


Berlin, May 21.—(Via lLondon.)— 
More than 1,300 Frencn, including 
31 officers, 16 machine guns and & 
cannon, were captured in a new Ger- 
man assault on the Verdun front, in 
the region of Dead Man Hill, the war 
office announced today. The _ state- 
ment says the German lines were ad- 
vanced on the south and southwest 
siopes of the hill. The communication 
is as follows: 

“Western front: On the south and 
southwest slopes of Dead Man Hill 
our jines Were advanced after active 
artillery preparation. Thirty-one of- 
ficers and 1,315 men were taken pris- 
oners and in addition to other war 
material, sixteen machine guns and 
eight cannon were captured. Minor 
counter attacks by the enemy were 
abortive. 

“Kast of the Meuse: It has been as- 
certained that the French attack with 
hand grenades in Caillette wood on the 
night of May 20 was repulsed. There 
was no infantry action at this point 
yesterday. The firing on both sides 
at times was very violent. Minor ex- 
peditions west of Beaumont and south 
of Gondrexon were successfull. 

“Near Ostend (Belgium) a hostile 
aeroplane was brought down by the 
fire of our anti-aircraft guns and fell 
into the sea. Four other machines 
were shot down in aerial encounters. 
Two of them fell within our lines, one 
near Lorgies, north of La Bassee, and 
the other near Chateau Salins. The 
remaining two fell within the enemy’s 
lines, one in Borrus wood, west of the 
Meuse, and the other beyond a hill 
east of Verdun. 

“Our aeroplane squadron again 
dropped bombs freely On Dunkirk dur- 
ing the night. 

“Eastern front: There 
new to report. 

“Balkan front: The situation gen- 
erally is unchanged. Obstructions 
caused by heavy floods in the Vardar 
valiey have been cleared away.” 


FRENCH ADMIT 
GERMAN GAIN. 


Paris, May 21.—The battle for pos- 
session of important strategic posi- 
tions on the Verdun front west of the 
Meuse river continued with unabated 
severity last night. The French war 
office announced this afternoon that 
the Germans, although repulsed in 
most of their attempts, succeeded in 
capturing a first line trench on Dead 
Man Hill and gaining ground on the 
elopes west of the hill. The statement 
follows: 

“West of the Meuse the Germans con- 
tinued during the night their attacks 
on our positions on Dead Man Hill. 
They were again repulsed by our cur- 
tain of fire, which shattered .their at- 
tacks. The enemy succeeded, however, 
in occupying one of our first line 
trenches and also slopes west of Dead 
Man Hill. 

“East of the Meuse there was very 
heavy artillery firing in the vicinity 
of Fort Vaux without any infantry 
actions. 

“In Lorraine an attack following a 
violent bombardment enabled the Ger- 
mans to penetrate one of our trenches 
west of Chazelles. The fire.of our ar-

tillery and machine guns compelled the 
Germans a little later to return to 
their lines, leaving their dead and 
wounded in the evacuated sitions. 

“Over the remainder o 
there was the usual eannunading. 

“A raid was made by enemy aviators 
in the region of Baccarat, Epinal and 
Vesoul, 
significant. 
ed slightly. 

“Our aviators last night threw nu- 
merous bombs on military establish- 
ments at Thionville, Etain and Spin- 
court and on the camps in the vicinity 
of Azannes and Damvillers. The rail- 
way station at Lumes was bombarded, 
causing the rapid flight of trains an 
a large fire in the railway buildings. 

“In an aerial engagement between 


enemy machines was brought down 
and another Fokker, being attacked, 
was compelled to descend to earth be- 
hind the German lines, while under the 
fire of our batteries, 
ed it.” 

The official communication issued 
y the war office tonight reads: 

“On the left bank of the Meuse the 
battle continued fiercely all day on 
the front between Avocourt wood and 
the Meuse. In the neighborhood of the 
road from Esnes to Harcourt an ak- 
tack launched by our troops permit- 
ted us to occupy two German trenches. 
A small work. .which the enemy occu- 
pied on May 18, south of Hill 287, was 
entirely shattered by our artillery. 

“Immediately egst of Hill 304 the 
enemy delivered against our positions 
an attack which, after momentarily 
penetrating our first line trench, was 
completely driven back. 

“On the slopes west of Le Mort 
Homme a violent offensive aation car- 
ried out by an enemy brigade was 
stopped by the fire of our machine 
guns, and by our counter attacks. 
Enemy grenade columns, which fol- 
lowed the assaulting waves were taken 
under the fire of ‘our batteries and 
were obliged to fall back. 

“On the right bank of the Meuse 
the artillery struggle was very vio- 
lent. In the sector of Douaumont our 
troops in a spirited attack captured 
the Haudromont quaries, which had 
been strongly organized by the enemy. 
We took eighty prisoners and four ma- 
chine guns. 

“There were intermittent artillery 
actions on the rest of the front. 

“German aeroplanes carried out since 
yesterday two bombardments in the re- 
gion of Dunkirk. About twenty shells 
were dropped last evening, killing four 
persons and wounding fifteen. Today 
another enemy squadron dropped 
about a hundred bombs in the outskirts 
of Dunkirk. Two soldiers and a child 
were killed and twenty persons were 
wounded. 

“Allied aeroplanes pursued the 
enemy machines and _ succeeded _ in 
bringing down two atthe moment they 
were about to enter their own lines. 

“Immediately after the first bom- 
bardment fifty-three French, British 
and Belgian aeroplanes flew over the 
German cantonments at Wywege and 
Ghistelles, on which 250 shells were 
dropped. 

“German aeroplanes dropped fifteen 
bombs on Belfort, but the material 
damage was insignificent.” z 

Belgian communication: 

“Last night and today the artillery 
duels in the sector of Dixmude reached 
great intensity. In the direction of 
Steenstraete the action extended to an 
engagement with bombs. Yesterday in 
an aerial fight off Nieuport.a Belgian 
aeroplane brought down a German ma- 
chine, which fell into the sea.” 


AERIAL COMBATS 
ON BRITISH FRONT. 


London, May 21.—The British offi- 
cial statement on the western cam- 
paign reads: 

“Yesterday (Saturday) our  aero- 
planes had several successful encoun- 
ters. An Aviatik fell on fire into some 
trees near Abimfor ‘wood in the 
enemy’s lines, one of its occupants be- 
ing seen to fall out. Another hostile 
machine fell in flames near Contal- 
maison, also in the enemy’s lines, after 
an encounter with one of our scouts. 
A third crashed to earth in our lines 
in Maricourt. One of our aeroplanes 
fell in the enemy’s lines. 

“Much successful artillery work was 
accomplished. Early this morning a 
hostile machine landed undamaged in 
our lines. The pilot and observer were 
made prisoners. 

“Last night the enemy made three 
small attacks southwest of Wieltje; 
all were repulsed. 

“South of Souchez from 2 p. m. on- 
ward a heavy hostile fire was direct- 
ed against our front trenches. Ou 
artillery replied, shelling® the hostile 
batteries and trenches. 

“Mazangarbe and Noeux-Les-Mines 
and our trenches about Aultmille, 
Ovillers, Hulluch and Sanctuary wood 
have also been shelled. Our artillery 
silenced a hostile battery north of 
Namety wood. 

“There has been some mining activity 
at the Hohenzollern redoubt and north 
of La Basse canal.” 


ITALIANS REPULSE 
AUSTRIAN ATTACKS. 


Rome, May 21.—(Via London.)-——The 
followitg official communication was 
issued today: 

“From Stelvio to the Adige the sit- 
uation is unchanged. 

“In the Lagarina valley the enemy’s 
artillery during the whole of vester- 
day bombarded our positions on Bom- 
zugan. Late in the evening the enemy 
attacked with three huge masses of in- 
fantry, after desperate engagements, 
were driven back with enormous 
losses. There was an intense action by 
the enemy artillery against our line 
from Pasubio to Terragnolo valley, to 
which our ankillery replied. 

“Between the Terragnolo valley and 
the Upper Astico there has been mod- 
erate artillery activity by both sides. 
The reinforcing of the support line oc- 
cupied by us continues, while the 
enemy is srengthening his positions 
from Monte Maggio to Spitztonezza. 

“Between the Astico and Brenta the 
Violent bombardment of our lines con- 
tinued. It was followed in the after- 
noon by fierce infantry attacks which 
were held with great stubbornness by 
our troops, who inflicted heavy losses 
on the enemy. Some small forts 
which the enemy already had taken by 
storm were won back by us after 
furious hand-to-hand encounters. We 
took about a hundred prisoners. 

“In the Sugana valley the enemy 
came against our advanced posts which 
repulsed his attack and then gradually 
withdraw to their lines of support. 

“Along the remainder of the front 
there has been enemy artillery fire at 
various points. Our artillery smashed 
enemy defenses on the Upper But and 
dispersed working parties at Calvario, 
in the rear of Podgora. A small enemy 
attack in the Sabotina and Monfalcone 
zones was easily repulsed. 

‘Enemy aircraft dropped bombs on 
Vicenza, Valdaguo, Feltre and Fonzaso. 
Two persons were killed and four in- 
jured. The damage done was slight.” 


Geneva, May 21.—(Via London.)—Re- 
ports received here from Innsbruck are 
to the effect that severe fighting con- 
*xinues along the Italian front. The re- 
ports say that 3,500 Austrian wounded 
have arrived at Laibach, and the Aus- 
trian losses since the beginning of the 
offensive are estimated at 8,000. The 
Austrians are said to have from eight 
to ten army corps in the province of 
Trent. 


AUSTRIANS REPORT 
FURTHER PROGRESS. 


Berlin, May 21.—(By Wireless to Say- 
ville.) —The official Austrian reports of 
May 19 and 20 show further extensive 
gains in the new offensive movement 
in the southern Tyrol, which has car- 
ried the Austrians onto Italian terri- 
tory. The statement of May 20 re- 
corde the expulsion of the Italians from 
Col Santo ridge, southeast of Roverto, 
and important captures of men and 
guns. 

(A summary of this statement was 
received by cable on Saturday night.)

It is apparent that 
in these efforts they had been so suc- 
cessful as to capture the Persian towns 
of Sakiz and Ban, but, as officially an- 
nounced, the Russians recently ousted 
them from these positions and the dan- 
ger created by this wedge into the Rus- 
sian line has been removed. 

Ban is near the Turkish border and 
along a 200-mile front, the Russian 
armies now are drawn up close to the 
Mesopotamian frontier. Military ex- 
perts believe that further progress for 
the Russians should be considerably fa- 
cilitated by this straightening out of 
the Russian line and the establishment 
of direct communication, which not 
only makes further Kurdish inroads 
impossible, but lightens the difficult 
task of provisioning, which delayed the 
Russian progress in Asia Minor. 


TURKS MASSING 
AGAINST RUSSIANS. 


Geneva, Switzerlarid, May 21.—~(Via 
Paris.)—-The Constantinople correspon- 
dent of The Tribune says that Field 
Marshal Liman von Sanders is assem- 
bling a strong force of Turkish troops at 
Sivas, in Asiatic Turkey, to oppose the 
advance of the Russians.

New York Meeting, Which

Notable in the History of 
General Federation. 


New York, May 21.—Several thou- 
sand delegates arrived today to attend 
the convention of the General Federa- 
tion of Woman's clubs, which will open 
here tomorrow. It is expected that 
fully 20,000 women representing not 
only every state in the union, but also 
Cuba, Porto Rico, the Philippines, 
and China will asxtend the ses- 
A pretentious program, which 


of woman's activity has been arranged. 

“Americanization” is expected to be 
the most important topic discussed at 
the convention. It has been taken by 
Pennypacker, of Austin, 
Texas, president of the federation, as 
the theme of her address. The question 
of military preparedness probably will 
be considered also. 

Committees will report on child wel- 
fare, civics, civil service reforms, home 
economics, conservation, industrial and 
social institutions, legislation, educa- 
tion, music, literature, art and public 
health. 

Greatest of Conventions. 


New York city this year is said to 
have more than 500 different conven- 
tions on its calendar, but from all in- 
dications none will equal in attendance 
the gathering of women. Special sen- 
timent is attached to tke women’s con- 
vention py the fact that although the 
feueration was founded here twenty- 
six years ago, it is the first time s.nce 
then that the women have met in New 
York. It was “Jennie June” Croly, one 
or the founders of the Sorosis, the pi- 
oneer woman's club in this country, 
who initiated the idea of a general 
convention of women’s clubs in 1889, 
and the outcome of this was the hold- 
ing of the first convention of the gen- 
eral federation in New York in the fol- 
lowing year when 63 clubs were repre- 
sented by 126 delegates and the Sorosis 


was hostess. 

Chicago, Philadelphia, Louisville, 
Denver, Milwaukee, Los Angeles, St. 
Louis, St. Paul, Boston, Cincinnati, San 
Francisco and Chicago again, have been 
the convention cities in the order 
named. The forthcoming convention, 
the thirteenth, will have Sorosis again 
as its hostess, in conjunction with the 
New York State and City Federations 
which are working their hardest to 
make the gathering a notable one in 
every direction. 

Mrs. Pennybacker to Retire. 

main drill hall of the armory 
of the seventh regiment of the New 
York national guard, which will ac- 
commodate upwards of 8,000 women, 
will be the principal meeting place. 
The colonel’s room and other officers’ 
quarters will be turned over to the 
women for headquarters. The armory 
is located at 66th street, occupying an 
entire block between Lexington and 
Park avenue.

Pennybacker, the president of the fed- 
eration, whose home {s in Austin, Tex., 
but who for the past two years has 
been traveling throughout the country 
keeping in personal contact with the 
activities of women’s clubs. She will 
not ‘be a candidate for re-election this 
year, however, and the question of her 
suecessor Will be one of the most im- 
portant items of business during the 
convention. The two candidates for the 
offices are Mrs. Samuel B. Sneath, of 
Tifton, O., and Mrs. Josiah Evans 
Cowles, of Los Angeles. The Ohio can- 
didate is at present first vice president 
of the federation, and is a club woman 
of wide experience. Mrs. Cowles, whost¢ 
name has been put forward by the Ca.- 
ifornia women, has also been promi- 
nently identified with the federation 
several years as director, treasurer and 
chairman of various committees. 

In the words of Miss Lutie I. Stearns, 
one of the directors of the federation, 
“the business of being a club woman 
is a big business and is getting to be 
a bigger business every day.” This 
is apparent from the elaborate pro- 
gram that has been arranged for the 
convention. The topics indicate an in- 
creasingly wide range of affairs in 
which the club women are taking not 
only an interest, but an active part. 
There was a time, for instance, when 
the Nera York City Federation of Wom- 
en’s clubs could report on all of its 
activities at each convention, but now, 
savs Mrs. Eugene J. Grant, the presi- 
dent of the city federation, it takes 
the six conventions of an administra- 
tion to get through the reports of the 
thirty-eight committees which have de- 
veloped. 

Object of Federation, 

The general federation has as its 
broad object the furtherance of every 
movement in the interest of women, 
children and mankind in general, and 
the program calls for reports and dis- 
cussion by committees on art, child 
welfare, civics, civil service reform, 
home economics, conservation, indus- 
trial and social questions, legislation, 
education, literature, music, public 
health—and under these headings come 
subjects ranging all the way from mov- 
ing pictures to international relation- 
ships. One important announcement 
that will be made at the convention is 
the fact that the federation has raised 
an endowment of $100,000. The plan to 
raise such a sum was voted at the Cin- 
cinnati convention in 1910, and now 
that the sum has been realized it will 
be invested by trustees, the interest 
being used to help carry on the work 
of the general federation. 

Many women prominent in New York 
club life will take their turns as host- 
esses to various sections of the great 
gathering. Mrs. Thomas A. Edison, 
for instance, will be one of the first 
to entertain the women, at her home at 
Llewellyn Park, N. J. Mrs. John Hays 
Hammond will be hostess at a luncheon 
to all of the state presidents. Mrs. Wil- 
liam Tod Helmuth will be hostess at 
a pioneer club women’s dinner, and in 
addition there will be luncheons and 
dinners and other entertainments at 
various women’s clubs. A Shakespeare 
masque, a reception at the Metropoli- 
tan Museum of Art and a number of 
other outside features will be included.

When Storm Wrecks Kemp, 
Oklahoma — Twelve Busi- 
ness Hauses and Sixty Res- 
idences Are in Ruins. 


Denison, Texas, May 21.—Nine per- 
sons were killed and thirty-eight in- 
jured at Kemp City, OkKla., eight miles 
east of Denison, and the town was 
badly damaged by a tornado which last 
night swept a path three-quarters of 
a mile wide and five miles long in the 
vicinity of Kemp. Only three small 
dwellings remain intact at Kemp. 

Twelve business houses and sixty 
residences at Kemp were wrecked, and, 
of the nine dead, eight were killed in 
the town. The other person killed, a 
child of Dr. J. J. MeCullogh, who 
crushed to death when the McCullogh 
home, five miles east of Denison, was 
demolished. Two other children were 
injured. 

Those killed in Kemp were Chaney 
Battle, cashier of the Kemp bank; Dr. 
William Brinson and wife; M. A. Thom- 
as, postmaster; E. E. Cox and wife; 
Mrs. J. W. Hiveley and Artile Pleasant. 

Outside of Kemp City a number of 
farm buildings were destroyed and 
growing crops damaged. 

All of the dead and injured were 
brought to Denison aboard a relief 
train which was dispatched to the town 
in response to an appeal brought by a 
courier. When the rescue party ar- 
rived they found the town in ruins and 
the few persons who reached storm 
cellars after the storm broke and es- 
caped injury administering to the less 
fortunate towns people. 

Several persons miraculously escaped 
death. When the two-story frame hotel 
building collapsed, Mrs. Marie John- 
son was thrown from her room on the 
second floor and suffered little effects 
from the fall. The 2-year-old child 
of Dr. and Mrs. Bronson was hurled 500 
feet with flying debris when the Brin- 
son home was destroyed, suffering only 
minor injuries. 


MRS. WAITE TO TESTIFY 
AGAINST HER HUSBAND 


New York, May 21.—The trial of Dr. 
Arthur Warren Walte, for the murder 
of his weathy father-in-law, John E. 
Peck, of Grand Rapids, will begin here 
tomorrow morning. Among the 115 
witnesses who have been summoned 
by the prosecution to testify against 
Waite is his wife, Mrs. Clara Peck 
Waite, of Grand Rapids, who has sued 
him for a divorce. 


While the defense has made no offi- 
cial statement as to what its course 
will be, a plea of insanity will be of- 
fered. Waite has contended that he 
was possessed of two personalities, the 
evil one of which impelled him to take 
the lives of his wife’s parents. Alien- 
ists will appear as witnesses on both 
sides. 

Two hundred and fifty talesmen have 
been summoned and it is believed the 
first two days of the trial will be con- 
sumed in selecting a jury because of 
the wide publicity which has been giv- 
en the case since it was learned the 
aged Michigan millionaire’s death was 
caused by poison, which his son-in-law 
has confessed administering to him. 


GEORGES BOILLOT DIES 
IN AN AEROPLANE DUEL 


Paris, May 21.—Geonrges Boillot. au- 
tomobile racer and aeronaut, has been 
killed in a fight with five German 
aeroplanes. He succeeded in bringing 
down one of the German machines be- 
fore a bullet pierced his heart. 

M. Boillot served earlier in the war 
as chauffeur for General Joffre. He 
won the grand prize of the Automobile 
club of France in 1912 and 19138. 


Alfred Duquet Dead. 


Paris, May 21.—The death is an- 
nounced of Alfred Duquet, the author. 
M. Duquet wrote a number of works on 
historical and military subjects, and 
contributed extensively to magazines. 
He was best known as a historian. He 
was 74 years old and was chevalier 
of the Legion of Honor.

ARE URGED BY OGDEN 


Presbyterian Minister Will Try 
to Secure Aid of Churches in 
Proposed New Regulations. 


That an earnest effort be made ¢o 
change the Georgia divorce laws and 
to bring peopk to a realization of 
what divorce in its every sense means, 
was urged in an interesting sermon by 
Rev. Dunbar H. Ogden, at the Central 
Presbyterian church Sunday morning. 

“An earnest effort should be made 
to change the laws se that the rapid 
filing -of divorces would have _ to 
cease,” said Dr. Ogden, in the course of 
his sermon. 

“I_want to especially stress the fact 
that the laws of Georgia covering dl- 
vorees and the granting of them are 
the most slipshod to found.” 

He staked that to get a divorce was 
almost «a mechanical proposition, and 
that at times decrees were granted 
with but one heard from. 

“The enactment of better divorcee 
laws, however, could not accomplish 
everything,’ continued Dr. Ogden, ‘the 
evils of the practice should be taught 
in the home and in the church.” 

During the sermon Dr. Ogden did 
not foach on the causes leading up to 
divorcees and the desire for them, stat- 
ing «hat they were too numerous and 
of too diversified a nature. 

An especially large congregation was 
present at the morning services, many 
people going for the sole purpose of 
hearing the sermon on divorce. 

Dr. Ogden announced that he was 
going to lay particular stress from 
now until the legislature’s convening 
upon divorce evils, and if possible 
make an effort to arouse the people 
of the churches to action.

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AN APPEAL FOR THE TENANT. 

Forceful appeal in behalf of the tenant 
farmer class was made in the recent debates 
in congress in connection with the rural 
credits bill which has just passed the house 
and is now ready for consideration by the 
conference committees ef house and senate. 

There were pointed out the difficulties 
which confront the southern farmer in con- 
nection with dependence upon a single crop 
—cotton. Tenancy was pictured as one of 
the foremost agents which binds the south- 
ern farmer to single-crop dependence; he 
must pay his bills in cotton, and he is lucky 


“if he has enough at the end of the year to 


pay up, let alone a surplus to carry him 
through the winter. 

Georgia congressmen looked to the rural 
credits bill to assist at least in enabling the 
tenant farmer to acquire his own home and 
farm. The tenant system was thus por- 
trayed by Congressman Walker: 


A continuance of the evil of farm ten- 
ancy, of large landed estates in a few 
hands, with no ability on part of the 
small farmer ever to acquire his own 
home, will accelerate the movement away 
from the farm, and the country as a 
whole will suffer. Our farmers will lose 
hope, and courage, and ambition. We will 
become a nation of boarders, with no lo- 
cal pride, no zeal for improvement, no 
spirit of patriotism. It is an amazing 
and an alarming situation that we face 
today, and which this bill aims to 
remedy. 


The picture is not overdrawn. It isn’t 
the man who owns a successful, well-stocked 
and well-equipped farm who needs credit; 
he can get it anywhere now and at reason- 
able rates. But it is the man who is strugzg- 
gling for a bare existence and whose land- 
lord insists upon cotton and only cotton in 
the payment of rent. 

Some interesting statistics regarding 
farm tenancy in the United States were 
cited. During the thirty years from 1880 
to 1910, the number of tenant farmers in 
the country increased 1,330,075, or 130 per 
cent; while the number of farms operated 
by owners increased 1,022,520, or only 34 
per cent. As will be seen at a glance, these 
figures mean a remarkable decrease in the 
comparative number of men who own the 
farms they live on and which they operate. 

Coming to Georgia, the remarkable state- 
ment was made that approximately one-half 
of the individual farms in this state, num- 
bering 190,980, are operated by tenants who 
have not one dollar’s interest in the value of 
the land they live on. 

While the evils of farm tenancy are no 
greater in Georgia than in the other states 
of the south, there is a keen desire on the 
part of those interested in the growth and 
progress of the state gradually to eliminate 
tenancy in so far as is possible. It means 
better citizens, better communities, better 
production. 

Whether the rural credits bill about to be 
enacted by congress will go far toward 
transforming tenants into owners is a mat- 
ter yet to be developed. Many members of 
congress believe it will open the gate and 
pave the way, through reasonable credit at 
fair interest rates, under which the tenant 


‘who has saved something already may pur- 


chase and own his own farm. 

If the rural credits measure does this, it 
will mean a long step in the right direction, 
and the way to the solution of the tenant 
problem may ultimately be made still easier 
through amendments suggested by the prac- 
tical operations of the law. 


ANEW WAR POWER.

SHAKESPEAREAN PAGEANT. 


An interesting and remarkable fact in 
connection with the Shakespearean Pageant, 
to be presented under the auspices of the 
Atlanta Drama league, co-operated and sup- 
ported by other Atlanta civic organizations, 
is that all of the talent for the presenta 
tion was secured right here at home. 

While other cities which have sought thus 
to honor Shakespeare’s tercentenary have 
imported actors, musicians and directors, 
Atlanta has found her own citizens self-suf- 
ficient and equal to one of the most gor 
geous and attractive spectacles of this char- 
acter yet shown anywhere in the United 
States. : 

In this Shakespearean Pageant, which is 
to be presented at Georgia Tech Athletic 
field next Saturday afternoon, May 27, there 
will appear a cast of approximately 2,500 
people, including some 1,200 school children, 
many students of the high schools and col- 
leges, actors, musicians and others, every 
one of whom will represent an Atlanta home. 

Atlanta should feel a particular pride and 
gratification in this fact. While cities all 
over the country have been similarly com- 
memorating the three hundredth anniver- 
sary of the topmost English writer, among 
them all, Atlanta proposes to surpass in the 
extent and lavishness of the production 
cities of twice her size and more. 

Not only is Atlanta supplying the stage 
talent for this production, but the scenario 
was written and the music arranged by At- 
lantans. These features have been consid- 
ered and passed upon by the most critical, 
and pronounced in accord and commensu- 
rate with the importance of the occasion 
and the extent of the production. 

Certainly Atlanta will be appreciative of 
the voluntary and freely given efforts of the 
Drama league and of each individual player 
who has gladly taken this trouble and gone 
to this expense that this city might have 
its part and share in the universal Shake- 
spearean celebration. 


TO MAKE A NEW PRECEDENT. 


Is the national democratic party which 
has not re-elected a president of the United 
States since Andrew Jackson, eighty-four 
years ago, about to break the rule and estab- 
lish a new precedent? 

Commenting upon this probability as a 
result of the pending campaign and the re- 
sult of the November election, The Spring- 
field (Mass.) Republican says: 


Not since 1832, when Andrew Jackson 
made a successful run for a second term, 
has a democratic president of the United 
States been re-elected. Mr. Cleveland, at 
the end of his first term, failed of re- 
election, and his second term followed the 
Harrison administration. Mr. Wilson, 
consequently, will be the first democratic 
president in 84 years to be re-elected, in 
case success attends his candidacy in the 
coming campaign. That his chances of 
victory are conceded to be fair may ex- 
plain in some measure the growing fury 
with which he is regarded i 


in certain 
quarters. It is manifestly irritating to 


think of an interloper democratic presi- 
dent doing what no other democrat has 
done in &4 years. The constitution ought 
to be amended to prevent anything of 
the sort from happening. 


The concluding remarks of The Repub- 
lican undoubtedly express just the way 
President Wilson’s republican opponents 
think about it. 

But with “fur flying’ out in Chicago in 
June, as the republicans themselves antici- 
pate, meaning possible party division such 
as spelled republican defeat four years ago; 
and with the democrats, strengthened by 
the conservative element of the country, 
solidly back of President Wilson’s remark- 
ably successful foreign policy, it looks as if 
democracy, just at this juncture, had them

BELIEVES IN BIBLE AS A WHOLE 
BUT NOT IN ALL BOOK CONTAINS, 
MINISTER TELLS CONGREGATION 


“The Human Element in the Bible” was 
the subject of the Rev. William A. Lee’s 
sermon at Central Congregational church on 
Sunday morning. The discourse was marked 
by a measure of frankness not always pres- 
ent in the utterances of the pulpit when 
dealing with such themes. Mr. Lee spoke in 
part as follows: : 

“I believe in the Bible. It is not easy for 
me, at least, to understand how people can 
do otherwise and be half-way fair to the 
book. The Bible’s influence upon our life 
and institutions is plain, widespread and 
profound. It has left its indelible imprint 
upon our literature, our politics, our juris- 
prudence, our art, our music, our morals, 
our religion, and even Upon our business. 
Moreover, it has done this as no other book 
in existence has ever begun to do. . 

Do Not Believe All. 

“But while I believe in the Bible I do not 
believe in all that the Bible contains. Nor 
is there anything of contradiction in such a 
position. We hold it with reference to near- 
ly all else in life, if not with reference to 
literally everything that has human con- 
nections. We believe in mankind, but no- 
body believes in all that men do or say. 
Similarly do we believe in democracy, in 
education, in the churoh, and in the news- 
paper, while we dissent from much that at 
present is identified with eaeh of these 
things. 

“Moreover, it is becoming daily more clear 
to me that this position towards the Bible 
which I have sketched is the one to which 
the world must eventually come. Indeed, it 
is already held by the average man with a 
most important change of emphasis in cer- 
tain cases. I have stressed my positive 
belief in the Bible as a whole, discarding 
what falls below the Bfible’s own highest 
norm of moral and spiritual values. In so 
doing one remains in the excellent company 


of such souls as Paul and Jesus within the 
Bible, as well as amongst the framers of 
our present scriptural canon. 

“But there is another man, and his name 
is well-nigh legion, who is emphasizing his 
disbelief in certain. minor contents of the 
Bible, and, as a consequence, is throwing 
aside the whole book as valueless. To that 
man my heart goes out in thoroughgoing 
Sympathy. There are many things that need 
to be done for him which it is the peculiar 
business of the church to perform. 

Bible a Composite. 

“One of them is to make clear to him that 
the Bible is a composite: that it has human 
elements of weakness, as well as toth human 
and divine elements of worth and strength. 
The elements of weakness he need not ac- 
cept. The elements of worth and strength he 
can only neglect to the unspeakable impov- 
erishment of his whole life both present and 
future. 

“A frank pointing out of the human ele- 
ments in the Bible is, accordingly,” said Mr. 
Lee, “among the prime religious necessities 
of the day. A critical age demands nothing 
less in the interest of intellectual honesty. 
An age of quickening moral sense demands 
it again in the name of square-dealing to- 
wards the Bible itself, as well as towards 
the vast themes of human interest with 
which the Bible deals. The withholding of 
that recognition, or the utter obscuring of 
it by extravagant theories of inspiration, 
not only has made shipwreck of fNith among 
countless thoughtful lives; it has put into 
the hands of the enemies of religion the very 
weapons with which they have wrought their 
chiefest havoc. It was this obscuring of the 
human element in the Bible that furnished 
Mr. Ingersoll, for example, with most of his 
arguments against religion, as well as with 
the sting and irony which made the argu- 
ments so effective in his hands.” 


10,000 PEOPLE EXPECTED TO ATTEND 
ELABORATE SHAKESPEAREAN PAGEANT 
ON THE TECH FIELD NEXT SATURDAY 


At least ten thousand people are expected + gram. 


to witness the Shakespearean pageant which 
is to take place on the Georgia Tech Athletic 
field Saturday afternoon at 4:30 o’clock. 
Tickets will go on sale today at a number 
of down-town stands, and it is expected that 
at least ten thousand people will witness 
this event, which is expected to be one of 
the most spectacular affairs ever offered in 
the city of Atlanta. A cast of nearly 
twenty-five hundred people, including school 
children, students of the high schools and 
colleges of the city, and some of the most 
prominent men and women in ‘business and 
professional circles and in the society life 
of the city will be in the cast. 

The Atlanta center of the Drama League 
of America deserves the credit for the plan- 
ning and forming of this pageant, which has 
involved an enormous expense on account of 
the cast and the scenery, which will be the 
most magnificent ever assembled for an out- 
door performance in the south. 

Atlanta’s brilliant showing will attract 
thousands from all over the country— it is 
expected that a large number of people 
from nearby towns and cities will be drawn 
here to see how Atlanta can do a big thing 


‘in a big way in honoring the name of the 


greatest master of English literature. 
Carroll Writes Scenario. 

Before anything could be done in the way 
of putting on an affair of this kind, some 
sort of scenario had to be written. The 
Drama league had hardly made up its mind 
to arrange a pageant when Armond Carroll, 
an Atlanta man, had written a pageant and 
masque, which has been pronounced by the 
most critical an exquisite literary produc- 
tion, and which has caused as much favor- 
able comment as any publication of the 
kind in America. Orders for this pageant 
book are coming from all parts of the United 
States. The city library of New York wants 
several copies and Brentano’s sent in an 
Order some weeks ago. The Drama League 
of Denver, Col., is seriously contemplating 
using this book for their pageant and 
masque. The wook is full of clever lyri¢s, 
many of which have been set to music. The 
musical part of the program is quite com- 
plete and will be fully up to the standard 
of the other features. 

A complete score has been arranged by 
Mrs. Armond Carroll, wife of the author, 
and a number of pieces have been composed 
by Atlanta musicians, Cc. KE. Poole and 
Georg Fr. Lindner. Mr. Poole is training 
a large male chorus, and some of the best 
singers in town will be heard in various 
combination of voices, such as duets, quar- 
tets, quintets and sextets. Many of the 
songs are arrangements of old English 
melodies which were probably sung in the 
time of Shakespeare. A large orchestra will 
accompany the singing and furnish music 
for the dances. The dancing will be in some 
ways the most remarKable part of the pro- 


Every kind of dancing Known in the 
time of Shakespeare, from the purposely 
clownish steps of the rustics to the stately 
minuets and gavottes of the courts of 
royalty, will be included. 

There will be also revivals of the Greek 
dances, introducing the muses, the houris, 
the four seasons. 

Four Principal Parts. 

As planned, the entire performance will 
be divided into four principal parts. The 
first will be the processional, participated 
in by the entire cast of 2,500 people in cos- 
tumes of the greatest variety, including 
clowns, jesters, shepherdesses, herdsmen, 
Knights, hunters, courtiers, elves, fairies, 
nymphs, muses, and a number of other 
types. 

All of the well-known characters of 
Shakespeare, such as Hamlet, Julius Caesar, 
Shylock, Rosalind, Falstaff, King Lear, 
Othello, Henry VIII. will be presented. 
Exact replicas of the costumes of the time 
in which they are supposed to have lived, 
will be worn. 

The processional will file around the race 
track and take seats in the wooden grand- 
Stand built especially for them: the pro- 
cessional will be followed by the pageant 
proper, divided into eight episodes. Each 
episode assembles a given class of Shake- 
speare characters. There will be a historical 
episode, a comic episode, a tragedy episode, 
a lover’s episode, and others. Some of the 
best talent in the city will speak the lines 
of these parts. 

The dances will be introduced along with 
the songs and chorus. 

After ‘the pageant comes the masque. 
This is a play in which Father Time is the 
main character. Father Time cannot under- 
stand why he has never been able to make 
Shakespeare grow old. This forms the basis 
of a very attractive and fanciful serio- 
comedy. 

Recessional Is ‘inal Number. 

The final number will be the recessional, 
Which is similar to the processional. 

All this will take place on the stage 150 
feet long, 40 feet wide, especially built for 
the *occasion. It will have two floors and 
magnificent scenery designed by Francis P. 
Smith, dean of the architectural department 
of Georgia Tech, and painted by Harry H. 
Osgood. 

The performance will be intensely inter- 
esting to every one. It will combine song, 
music, comedy, tragedy, poetry, acting, 
dancing. All this together makes this tribute 
that Atlanta offers to Shakespeare one that 
will be remembered for years to come; 
something that will be a real contribution 
to the cultural life of the city. 

The pageant is put on as an Atlanta 
affair—it is meant to be representative of 
the city at large, and it is hoped that every 
citizen will strive to take some part whether 
aS a spectator or as a member of the cast. 

Tickets will be on sale at Cone’s, on 
Pechtree; Elkin Drug company: Tom Pitts’ 
cigar store; Jacobs,’ on Whitehall, and 
Brown & Allen's.

Dr. Lyons’ text was from Matt. 7:24-27: 
The teaching of Christ concerning building 
one’s house upon a rock instead of upon the 


sand. 

He said in part: “The homes that a people 
build answer to their character. The child- 
ish simplicity of the American Indian ex- 
presses itself in the plain wigwam or bark 
hovel. 

“The solid, unadorned stone cottages of 
the Scotch answer to the unaffected, direct, 
resolute character of that people. The ™mu- 
sical and poetic soul of Italians finds expres- 
sion in their lovely villas and vine-covered 
cottages. 

9 Rome inspired mighty temples, 
arenas and triumphal arches; while the cul- 
ture of classic France bore fruit in the 
matchless marbles of the world’s noblest 
architectural achievements. 

“Tf there is an equation between the 
buildings of a people and their general char- 
acter, do sky-scrapers and palatial homes 
betoken the arrival of the highest type of 
people that have ever lived? 

“Do steel frames and concrete construc- 
tion mark the advent of answering intellec- 
tual and, moral vigor? | 

“Tf we follow Jesus’ conception of our 
lives as great building enterprises, in which 
Wwe construct the real habitations of our 
souls, we must follow His advice in the 
selection of a suitable and safe site. He 


warns against building on low and unstable. 


ground. Do not build in a bog like Venice, 
nor on a sand bar like Galveston. It is a 
warning against a false dependence in life. 
Your house will sink where others have been 
swallowed up. 

“He warns us against building in defiance 
of destroying forces, where high waters will 
inevitably come, or where tidal waves are 
known to sweep, or where volcanoes are 
certain to pour out their fiery death. 

“There are certain moral situations which 
will inevitably be swept by the storms of 
divine judgment. They are the places" of 
dishonesty, of selfishness, of neglect of God, 

“Christ says for us to build on solid foun- 


dations, above every high tide of life. We 
shoe@ld build not lower than the erest of 
Calvary. ‘My hope is built on nothing less 
than Jesus’ blood and righteousness.’ ‘Other 
foundation can no man lay than that is laid, 
which is Jesus Christ.’ ”’ 

He urged the importance of using only 
the best and most enduring materials in the 
construction of the building of their lives, 
and dwelt especially upon the varied pur- 
poses involved in the building of a home. 
He said he had no harsh criticism of the 
modern apartment building, which is a log- 
ical product of new social and economic con- 
ditions. “But,” he said, “let us Keep alive 
the heart-ideas of home. 

“One of the most essential features of a 
home, as a symbol of life, is its living room. 
It is the social center of the home, the 
area of friendship and good will. The pass- 
ing of the old stiff and formal parlor is not 
to be deplored since modern life is develop- 
ing in its place the warm, welcoming, ample, 
cheery living room. It stands for friendship 
and intercourse and neighborliness. Build 
into your lives liberal provision for its 
friendships and social intercourses. Hard by 
the generous living room is the hospitable 
dining room. Hospitality in the breaking of 
bread is a beautiful social sacrament. It is 
probably the most attractive of domestic 
graces, and it is a sovereign cure for some 
of the petty frailties of life. 

“Make ample plans in your program for 
life for feeding the svuls as well as the 
bodies of many, some of whom may prove 
to haye been ‘angels unawares’ to you. 

“Every home should have its secret room, 
not a den or a vault, but a place apart, where 
vou can be alone with conscience and God. 
You may call it your observatory, where you 
can leave other things behind, and through 
the mighty lenses of God’s word, faith and 
prayer, you can see all the stars of His 
promises, you can see as far as to eternity 
and the throne of God. 

“With such an observatory in your life 
you will have no fear of becoming stale. 
You will come to have it said of you, as 
of one of old, ‘He endureth as one who be- 
holds the invisible.’ 

“Every perfectly equipped home must have 
its conservatory, just as every wholesome 
life has the flowers and sweet refinements of 
spiritual and intellectual culture. 

“The conservatory furnishes in January 
the flowers that bloom on the lawn in June 
——-the ordinary summer flowers in the cold 
wintertime. Ordinary graces of character 
do not thrive under all circumstances, and

FOR CITY CHARTERS 


Growth of the Demand for Simplicity in 
American Municipal Government. 


(Exclusive Service The Survey Press Bureau.) 

The skeptics who still see only the fail- 
ures of American municipal government, as 
if there had been no progress since the dark 
ages of two decades ago when graft and 
corruption and inefficiency were most preva- 
lent, will find food for thought in the fact 
that the “model city charter” then suggested 
has so far been paralleled by real charters in 
actual use that a new model has become 
necessary. 

Shortly after the National Municipal 
league was founded, twenty-one years ago, it 
Organized a strong committee of men whose 
names afterwards became historic in munici- 
pal reform and devised a model charter and 
municipal home rule constitutional article. 

An Influential Document. 

They had no hope that any city would 
ever adopt their charter verbatim, and none 
ever did, but no charter committee could 
entirely ignore the document, and.it had a 
profound influence during the next two de- 
cades, its main message being a plea for 
simplicity and for freedom from checks and 
balances and red _ tape. It called for an 
elective mayor with complete and undivided 
appointive power and a small council elected 
at large, very much like the present new 
governments of Boston and Cleveland. 

About 1910 the short ballot movement and 
the top wave of commission government 
came along, pushing the demand for sim- 
plicity still further, and so the league al- 
lowed its model charter to get out of print 
and studied the newer idea with considerable, 
but not complete, approval. It did, however, 
instantly accept the commission-manager 
Plan when that appeared three years ago, and 
organized a new model charter committee 
in 1913, consisting of William Dudley Foulke, 
M. N. Baker, Richard S. Childs, John A. Fair- 
lie, Mayo Fesler, A. R. Hatton, Herman G. 
James, A. Lawrence Lowell, William Bennett 
Munro, Robert Treat Paine, Delos F. Wilcox 
and Clinton Rogers Woodruff. The commit- 
tee has made several partial reports and has 
finally produced a complete charter and a 
home rule article for a state constitution, 
embodying what it believes to be the best 
current experience and theory. 

The new model charter is a commission- 
manager plan and calls for the election of a 
city council of variable size and methods of 
election. This council hires, from anywhere 
in the country, a city manager who is their 
sole agent and the chief excutive of the city, 
with appointive power over the rest of the 
city’s administration, except the clerk, audi- 
tor and civil service commission, whom the 
council chooses. 

Three Election Methods. 

The committee has drafted three alterna- 
tive election methods; there is a model non- 
partisan primary election procedure; another 
providing for preferential ballot, and a third 
calling for proportional representation on the 
Hare plan. The initiative, referendum and 
recall are offered, as separable items, with 
the approval of a majority of the committee. 

This model charter demonstrates how mod- 
ern municipal government has caught up 
with the reformers. At least a dozen cities 
with the commission-manager form have 
charters that differ from the model only in 
minor details, and much of the draftsman- 
ship of the model has simply been discrimi- 
nating work with shears and paste. 

The old model charter was a lonesome 
pioneer. The new model charter merely falls 
in line abreast of Dayton, Springfield, Niag- 
ara Falls, Cadillac and Ashtabula. It marks 
the close of a period in municipal reform—a 
period of forging good tools for democracy to 
work with. So far as the tools are con- 
cerned, the reformers are now at the end of 
their inventiveness and can devote their entire 
attention to output, as Dayton, for instance, 
is already doing, with results that look most 
promising. 

The new model charter is now in pam- 
phlet form, obtainable from the league's of- 
fice in Philadelphia. It will be re-issued as 
a volume in the National Municipal league 
series, by Appieton, with a complete set of 
chapters supporting its various provisions, 
prepared by the various members of the 
committee. 


WAGNER. 
By GEORGE FITCH 
Author of “At Good Old Siwash” 


Regarding Wagner, America is divided 
into two classes—those who admire him tor 
his harmonic originality and those who 
worship him for his home runs. 

It will be a great shock to many of the 
latter class to learn that there are two im- 
mortal Wagners and that we propose to 
tell of Richard and not of Hans. 

Wilhelm Richard Wagner was born in 
Leipsic, May 22, 1813, and was about 102 
per cent German in family and feeling. It 
broke out in him early in life in the shape 
of an overture which he produced at the 
age of twelve. At twenty-one, he was con- 
ducting a forty fiddle-power orchestra and 
was writing scores which caused the old- 
est and most experienced flute players to 
lay down their weapons and exclaim: “Don- 
nerwetter und blitzen, was is los mit ihnen?” 

In a few years more, Wagner was so far 
advanced in music that he did not express 
merely love and sorrow ‘Yr notes, but set 
mythology, jealousy, spring fever, growing 
grass and brainstorms to music. His first 
great work was “Tannhauser,’ and after it 
was produced the audience sat, dazed and 
solemn for some time, picking strange har- 
monies out of their ears and examining them 
with much doubt. Wagner was an insur- 
gent in music, politics, love and poetry, and 
after he had infuriated all the musical stand- 
patters by writing pieces which made the 
most eclebrated prima donnas stand around 
and help out the bull fiddles in the orches- 
tral score, he insurged against the govern- 
ment and was ejected from Germany with 
great emphasis in 1848. 

For many years afterward Wagner lived 
in Paris and produced his great operas for 
the French, who cheerfully got up riot after 
riot in opposition to the diminished seventh 
and other musical heresies. When we real- 
ize how fiercely patriotic the French are re- 
garding musical styles and how patiently 
they bear up under sixty-eent beef and a 
tax on salt, we begin to realize what is the 
matter with the French census returns. 
Wagner remained in Paris twenty  vears, 
writing operas, each one of which demanded 
more muscle on the part of the kettle drums. 
In 1872, he returned to Germany and spént 
the rest of his life at Beyreuth, where he 
built his own theater—an idea which has 
since been copied by Maxine Eliott, George 
Cohan, and other great artists, 

Wagner’s music was not’ understood 
while he lived and many people were severe- 
ly jarred while trying to follow the melody, 
which wandered in among countless modu- 
lations and crescendos. His music consists 
of a theme indefinitely repeated for four 
hours by one to 150 musicians armed with 
well-known instruments and some which 
Wagner invented to take up the slack in the 
disturbancé. His music is an acquired taste, 
but millions of people are steadily acquir- 
ing it at from $2 to $8 a seat and in Ger- 
many it is a national dissipation. It can be 
fed to a well-built pianola with much suc- 
cess, and some of our most promising Olym- 
pic athletes train during the winter on 
“Tannhauser’s” overture for the eighty-eight 
note foot-power player.

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Who Defied Prohibition Law 
Crushed by Might of State 


Columbus, Ga., May 21.—(Special.)— 
When the state of Alabama rose in its 
might this week and smashed the liq- 
uor industry of Girard, there was 
brought to end a situation as unusual 
as it was remarkable. | 

The men whe had invested over a 
half million dollars in whisky and 
stored it in Girard frankly didn’t be- 
lieve that the state would do it. Just 
a day or two before this the most spec- 
tacular blind tiger raid in the history 
of the south was made, there came 
intimations that the state was going 
to rise in its soveréign power, dis- 
regard local authorities, take hold of 
the situation and root out the liquor 
interests, lock, stock and barrel. 
night before the trainload of deputies 
came this suspicion crystallized into 
certainty in the minds of the most 
alert, and then the great movement 
of whisky out of Girard began. Wag- 
on after wagon, truck after truck 
passed quietly through the city atreets 
and out the country roads to secluded 
spots. It was a quick and very effi- 
cient transfer service, but it was put 
in operation too late to save the great- 
er part of the stock. 

Whisky Center for Years. 

Girard has been a widely known 
whisky center for years. When the 
sale of liquors was largely permitted 
there and Georgia was nominally dry, 
the mail order business of the little 
city grew into a great industry. Chat- 
tanooga and Jacksonville were men- 
tioned in the same breath as distribu- 
tors of booze. Columbus, just across 
the Chattahoochee river from this point 
of note, thus acquired reflected fame. 

Before the whisky mail order busi- 

ness was developed in Girard, the 
town’s annual postal receipts were 
only two or three thousand dollars, and 
from this amount they leaped to $18,- 
000, the result of sending letters and 
circulars broadcast over the territory 
served by Girard. Fortunes were made 
in the business, : 
Then Alabama went dry again and 
Girard became nominally a dry town 
once more. Previously, when Alabama 
was in the dry list, Girard was no- 
toriously wet. 

Then came the famous Georgia legis- 
lation, drawing the lines far tighter 
than ever before attempted and fixing 
May 1, 1916, as the time for the new 
era in this - state. 


Planned to Get Rich. 


The whisky men of Girard considered 
the Georgia situation very soberly and 
prepared for it. Local sentiment in 
Girard is not strong enough to pro- 
hibit the liquor industry in that city; 
or, if it is strong enough it has not 
manifested its power. Girard is a city 
ef churches and schools, and contains 
numerous good, law-abiding citizens, 
but what is known as the wide-open 
or liberal element has been in the sad- 
nye politically there for a good long 
time. 

So the whisky people of Girard pre- 
pared to make a killing. All circum- 
stances looked propitious. Local in- 
terference was not anticipated. Geor- 

ia could, of course, do nothing and 
idn’t seem particularly concerned, any- 
how. Montgomery, the state capital, 
was a long way off. State interference 
was never seriously apprehended, in 
fact, was scarcely thought of until 
the time when the machinery was ac- 
tually put in motion. 


Carloads of Whisky. 


For weeks prior to May 1 shipments 
of whisky were received in Columbus 
and transferred by private conveyance 
to Girard. During the last month it 
was estimated that the shipments aver- 
aged a carload a day. Rough esti- 
mates were made that over $500,000 
worth of whisky had been received and 
stored away in this city and vicinity 
in preparation for the coming drouth. 

It is now declared that two days 
before the deputies and military swoop- 
ed down on Girard $750,000 of whisky 
was stored there. Some estimates have 
run even higher than that. The actual 
result of the raids showed that almost 
incredible quantities of liquors had 
been tucked away there. 

“If somebody doesn’t stop them, four 
or five men in Girard are going to be 
immensely rich in two or three years,” 
was a remark often heard. 

From a Clear Sky. 

“Somebody” did stop them. How it 
happened is now history. The well- 
advertised flash of lightning that came 
from a clear sky was not more unex- 
pected. It is true that something was 
said now and then about what the state 
authorities in Montgomery might do, 
but nobody seriously believed that any- 
thing would be done. Two days before 
the raid one of the Columbus papers 
published a story about possible im- 
peachment of a Russell county official 
on account of the liquor situation. This 
story didn’t create any particular stir 
or sensation. 

Then came the tip from Montgomery 
that what couldn't happen was going 
to.happen, and the great migration be- 
gan. 

The Sheriff's Activities. 

Just before the state deputies and 
military swooped down on the Russell 
county town the sheriff, Pal M. Daniel, 
tried his own hand at regulation. 

The sheriff didn’t put anybody 
es but he actually closed quite a num- 

er of places suspected of selling liq- 
uor, locked their doors, put their keys 
in his own pocket and went back to 
Seale, the county seat, after issuing 
strict orders to all concerned to refrain 
from any violations of the law, or else 
suffer the penalty of same law.

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CAN ZACH WHEAT 
STAGE,COME BACK? 
ASK DODGER-FANS 


Can Zach come back? 

That is a problem which is profound- 
ly agitating the baseball fans of Brook- 
lyn. ‘Lhe Zach party referred to, of 
course, is Mr. Zachary David Wheat, 
of Kansas City, who for some years 
was the slugger-in-chief of the Bb- 
bets clan. Last season, just when the 
Robins had become prominent among 
those. present in the pennant chase, 
Zach began to go back ‘in his stick 
work. At the same time Casey Stengel, 
one of Zachary’s playmates in the 
outer garden, also pulied off a griev- 
ous slump in his batting. If Wheat 
and -Stengel had batted as well as in 
the previous anngim, the Robins instead 
of the Phillies might have been licked 
by the Red Sox. As both Wheat and 
iStangel hail from Kansas .City, the 
metropolis on the banks of the Missouri 
is going to be mighty unpopular in the 
City ot Churches if those two hearties 
faii again to deliver the goods. ‘* 

As touching on and appertaining to 
Wheat’s career and the probabilities of 
his return to his old form as a slugger 
it may be mentioned that Zachary will 
célebrate his twenty-eighth birthday 
tomorrow. He was born on May 23, 
1888, in Hamilton, Mo., but spent his 
youth in Kansas City, where he first 
Played ball with an amateur team call- 
ed the McLaughlins. He was just a 
fungo hitter and a snail in getting 
around the bases, and nobody imagined 
he would ever break into fast com- 
pany. When he was 18 Zach played 
briefly with the Enterprise club, in the 
Kansas league, and the following year, 
1907, he was given a trial by the Fort 
Worth Texas leaguers. He was used 
in only a few games by Fort Worth, 
but in 1908 he got a regular job with 
Shreveport, La. He batted only .268 
og yee oh but he was good enough 
to 


and a Southern league berth with 
Mobile in 1909. 

In August, 1909, Mobile sold Zach to 
Brooklyn, .and, while he had batted 
only .245 fn the Southern league, he 
swatted the pill for a .304 average in 
the twenty-six games in which he fig- 
ured for the Dodgers during the re- 
mainder of the season. In his first 
major league game, which was against 
the Pirates, Zachary got a triple, two 
doubles and a single. 1910 he thatted 
2284 and 1911 .287. Durin the next 
three seasons he batted well over the 
.300 mark, but last year he slumped to 
.258, his lowest figure since joining 
Brooklyn. | 

Wheat is a half-breed Indian; and 
now that Chief Meyers is in the Robin 
bunch, the aborigines are well repre- 
sented in Brooklyn. Zach's-kid brother. 
Mack Wheat, is a promising young 
player, but he has yet to achieve the 
heights gained by his _ illustrious 
brother. 

Stengel, Wheat's neighbor in the 
Brooklyn outfield and Kansas City, is 
about three years the junior of Zach. 
Stengel’s batting slump last year was 
even worse than that of Wheat, soe 
in 1915. Just why the two Kansas 
Cityians should have fallen down at a 
time when their teammates were go- 
ing ‘better than in years isn’t apparent 
to the nude eye, and the Brooklyn fans 
are hoping that they wil redeem them- 
selves this year. Stengel played with 
Kankakee, Ill.; Maysville, Ky.; Kansas 
City and Aurora, Ill, before landing 
with Brooklyn in 1912. He was sent 
to Montgomery, in the Southern league, 
to finish the 1912 season, but was re- 
called by the Dodgers in 1913.

FIELDER-WESTCOTT MIX 
EXPLAINED BY TUMULTY 


Washington, May 31.—Joseph P. Tum- 
ulty, secretary to President Wilson, 
tonight gave out a statement referring 
to a letter from Governor Fielder of 
New Jersey, to the president, in which 
the vernor atated that he had al- 
lowed himself to be selected by the 
New Jersey delegates to the St. Louis 
eonvention, to nominate Mr. Wilson be- 
cause State Chairman Edward Grosscup 
had told him he had been informed by 
Mr. Tumulty that the president had no 
choice. On the same day the dele- 
gates met the president wrote to John 
W. Westcott, attorney general of New 
Jersey, asking him to nominate him. 

Mr. Tumulty’s statement follows: 

“There was no misunderstanding on 
my part as far as this situation is con- 
cerned. A messenger representing 
State Chairman Grosscup called me by 
telephone at the white house on the 
morning of the meeting of the dele- 
gates and I informed him that it was 
the president’s desire that Judge West- 
cott should be designated to renominate 
him.

Sevannah, Ga., May 21.—(Special.)— 
The decision of Attorneys Lawton and 
Cunningham, counsel for the Central of 


Georgia railway, in 
Georgia prohibition Jaw contrary to 


the opinion of Attorney General Clif-/ 


ford Walker, hinges the entire ques- 


tion on the little word “or.” 


Lawton & Cunningham . have ad- 
vised the traffic department of the 
road to accept for shipment not only 
one lot of the legal amount of any one 
brand of liquor, but the legal amount 
of all three—vinous, malt or spirit- 
uous. 

' The decision quotes abstracts from 
the law governing the shipment of 
liquor into the state, which is as fol- 
lows: 

“First. More than one gallon of 
vinous liquors, or 

“Second. More than. six gallons, 
forty-eight pints, of malted liquors or 
fermented liquors, such as beer, lager 
beer,..ale, porter or other similar 
fermented or intoxicating or spirit- 
uous liquors, either in bottles or other 
receptacles, or 

“Three. More than two quarts 0 
spirituous liquors or other intoxicat- 
ing. liquors or other prohibited liquors 
beyond those named in subdivisions 
one and two above.” 

The decision held that whether the 
word “or” relates to the quantity of 
each kind of liquor or simply to the 
kind of liquor is impossible to be as- 
certained by reading the law, but that 
in such a case it should be construed 
in the favor of the citizens of the 


atate. 

The attorneys compare the wording 
of the law with that of the Bonner 
bill of .Alabama, from which the Geor- 
gia law was drafted. The section of 
the Bonner bill sets forth the case 
clearly in dealing with the matter. 
Of whether or not the Georgia legisla- 
ture intended that citizens of Georgia 
should confine their drinking to one 
kind of liquor for a period of thirty 
days the opinion reads: 

“The prohibition. act expressly pro- 
vides that nothing in the-act shall af- 
fect the social serving of such liquors 
and beverages in private residences in 
ordinary social intercourses. Inasmuch 
as liquors cannot be kept or used in 
any eo but a private residence for 
social purposes we do not believe that 
the. Georgia legislature intended that 
any one person should be confined to 
drinking for a period of thirty’ days 
nothing but dhisky or nothing but 
beer or nothing but wine. The rational 
interpretation of the act is, as the 
liquors were to be used for social pur- 
poses only in private residences, that 
a person might within a period of 
thirty days, have all the three kinds 
of liquor specified, but no Ore than 
the quantity of each kind designated 
in the act.”

Fort mg voy lo, Ga., May 21.—Heavy 
showers here tonight sent citizens sol- 
diers to their tents oe to prepare 
for a two-days’ march, beginning at 
daylight tomorrow when the southern 
military training camp forces will be 
transferred to the Catoosa rifle range. 
This was the first rain here in more 
than a month, big enough to illustrate 
the efficiency of the army engineering 
corps drainage system.

“DRY” SPEECH BY BRYAN 
TO THE PRESBYTERIANS 


Atlantic City, N. J.. May 21.—William 
J. Bryan was the principal speaker at 
a meeting here today under the au- 
‘spices of the Presbyterian general as- 
sembly which is holding its 128th an- 
nual convention in this city. Mr. Bry- 
an spoke for an hour, confining his 
remarks chiefly to temperance. 

“The most pathetic struggle in the 
world,” he declared, “is not that on the 
battle field between men _ inured to 
hardships, but the mother struggling 
to save her boy from the influence of 
the saloon.” Whenever one of the big 
political parties adopts a dry platform, 
he said, the other must follow, as a 
matter of protection. 

Referring briefly to the European 
war, Mr. Bryan said it was America’s 
duty to relieve the suffering on both 
sides and “‘turn them like prodigal sons 
away from the husks which they feed 
and establish a world-wide peace.” .

Buy.ers Are Proceeding 
More Cautiously Because 
of High Costs, Declares: 
Dun. : 


Dun’s report says: 

With sustained activity by previous 
unprecedented buying, the recent state- 
ment of new business in some lines is 
regarded with equanimity. More 
definite signs appear of a slackening 
of orders in steel and iron, in textiles, 
and in footwear and leather, but the 
recession is comparatively slight and 
there is prospect that renewed demand 
may cause further expansion. The 
lessening of the strain in the leading 
industries comes at a time when pro- 
duction, owing to strikes and the 
shortage of lavor and materials, is be- 
ing maintained with difficulty and, as 
outputs fall short of requirements, the 
change is not unwelcome. For months 

ast mills, shops and factories have 
ened crowded beyond capacity, but 
with the opportunity to reduce ac- 
cumulated contracts on their books, 
manufacturers will later be in pesition 
to accept business that has e< neces- 
sity been turned away. Tue question 
of deliveries continues perplexing to 
producers and consumers alike, 
though the worst of the traffic, con- 
gestion apparently is over and: mer- 
chandise moves to its destination more 
promptly. 

Where needs are especially urgent 
the matter of price remains of sec- 
ondary consideration and premiums are 
still offered for rush shipments; yet 
evidence accumulates that buyers are 
proceeding more slowly because of the 
extremely high costs, which naturally 
involve a largely increased financial 
outlay. In some uarters, however, 
the rise ih commodities is at last meet- 
ing with a check; advances continue 
in textiles, in leather and in various 
other lines, but in iron and steel cer- 
tain materials and products are yield- 
ing and relief from the shortage of 
supplies is indicated. 


MORE WAR CONTRACTS | 
GIVEN 10 STEEL MILLS 


Orders, Present and Prospec- 
tive, to Require 350,000 
Tans of Steel. 


—— 


New York, May 21.—Interest in the 
steel trade is centered in the placing 
of contracts for war munitions, pres- 
ent and prospective, requiring 350,000 
tons of steel. Domestic projectile man- 
ufacturers placed orders during the 
week for about 75,000 tons of steel 
rounds. 

The greatest activity, however, was 
in the endeavor to secure options on 
blooms, billets and bars by American 
manufacturers to cover the contracts 
for about 20,000,000 shells under nego- 
tiation for the entente allied govern- 
ments. Representativés of France also 
are actively negotiating for about 200,- 
000 tons of ingots, plates and bars for 
direct shipment. 

Other foreign inquiries in the mar- 
ket are for about 125,000 tons of rails 
for Russia, France and Italy, and for 
wire products of nearly 100,000 tons 
for shipment into the war zone. Japan 
has taken another lot of 25,000 boxes 
of tinplate at $5.75 per base box, and 
several lots of a few thousand boxes 
were taken by other foreign consumers 
at $6 to $6.10 per base box. Since May 
1 about 3,000,000 boxes of tinplate have 
been sold for foreign shipment. 

In the domestic field the main fea- 
tures of interest have been the sale of 
50,000 tons of marine plates for the 
building of boats on the Atlantic coast, 
deliveries to be made during the last 
half of 1917, and the placing of a con- 
tract of 250,000 tons of blue annealed 
sheets by an automobile manufacturer. 
Agricultural implement makers also 
are sounding the market for soft steel 
bars. e 

Domestic railroads placed few -con- 
tracts for equipment, but the _ Italian 
state railways placed a contract for 
3,000 gondola and box cars in this 
country, while Canadian government 
railways placed orders for 1,000 cars 
and 20 locomotives with Dominion man- 
ufacturers. Home rail contracts were 
confined to small lots amounting to 
9,000 tons. 

The fabricating shops took orders 
for about 22,000 tons of steel shapes, 
including 3,200 tons for bridges on the 
Pennsylvania railroad; 4,000 tons for 
the Kuhlman Car shops at Cleveland, 
and 3,000 tons for a highway bridge at 
Yankton, S. D. Bids were taken on two 
subway sections in New York city, 
three more sections will be bid upon 
this week, and eight more early in June, 
calling for about 90,000 tons of steel.

SOUTH THE BEST PLACE 
FOR NEGRO, SAYS HOLMES 


Professor B. R. Holmes, president of 
the Holmes institute, in delivering an 
address Sunday morning in Central 
Avenue Methodist Episcopal church, de- 
clared that the “negro’s opportunity in 
the north and east to make a living 
is circumscribed, but to spend money 
is unlimited. By close observation of 
the business carried on by the ne- 
groes and their facilities to extend it, 
I find that the south is the best place 
for the negroes and is their natura] 
home, because of the splendid oppor- 
tunity given them to make a living 
here. The southern white man is the 
best friend of the negro, because he 
knows conditions better and is doing 
more to help the unfortunate colored 
people than his brother in the north.”

The Reading episode, which carried 
the common and second preferred is- 
sues to new high records, appeared to 
be based on the belief that an impor- 
tant readjustment of the company’s 
affairs is imminent. 

Selling of specialties was more or 
less continuous, motors suffering the 
greater losses. United States Steel, 
however, more than held its own in 
spite of recurrent liquidation. 

Industrial conditions apart from la- 
bor problems, continued satisfactory, 
although price concessions in steel and 
iron bespoke a lessening of general 
demand. 

Copper shares of the better known 
issues, advanced materially. Refine- 
ment was firmer in connection with ne- 
gotiations for further large exports. 

The better tone of the bond market 
heightened an impression that addi- 
tional financing is under way for the 
allies. Renewal of gold impogts from 
Canada was helpful to sterling ex- 
change while the sustained strength 
of marks suggested additional liqui- 
dation of our securities by German 
holders. 

The psychological effect of the recent 
preparedness parade here was the oc- 
casion of considerable discussion, par- 
ticularly in its possible relation to the 
coming political conventions.

In Regard to Readjustment 
of Rural Routes and the 


. Establishment of Motor 


Vehicle Service. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 


Washington, “May 21.—(Special.)— 
The administration of the postoffice 
department is dealt a sharp blow in the 
postoffice appropriation bill just re- 
ported from the senate committee on 
postoffices and post roads, especially 
in regard to the readjustment of rural 
routes and the establishment of motor 
vehicle service. 

Considerable resentment was ex- 
pressed toward the department on ac- 
count of its recent action in length- 
ening and changing the direction of 
routes, and requiring the use of auto- 
mobiles in place of horse-drawn ve- 
hicles. ’ 

Changes Made in Bill. 


Senator Hardwick called attention 
today to the changes made in the bill 
by the senate committee. It adopts 
his amendment requiring the exten- 
pion of the rural delivery service to 
the entire rural population of the 
United States, “as nearly as practica- 
ble.” It estimates two classes of ru- 
ral routes—a standard horse-drawn ve- 
hicle route of 24 miles, and a standard 
motor vehicle route of fifty miles. The 
latter may be established only “upon 
certificate of the duly qualified county 
road officials that the character of 
roads proposed to be used, as well as 
climatic conditions, will warrant regu- 
lar and practically uninterrupted serv- 
ice throughout the year.” 

Routes less than 24 miles in length 
may be established, and in extraordi- 
mary cases an increase of 20 per cent 
over the standard route is authorized. 

Additional pay is authorized for ru-

Hardwick Quizzes Blakslee. 

When Joseph I. Blakslee, the fourth 
assistant postmaster general, appeared 
before the senate committee on post- 
offices and post roads he was quizzed 
at length by Senator Hardwick over 
the ,department’s rules for the estab- 
lishment of motor vehicle routes. 

The following colloquy took place 
over the proposal to make the estat- 
lishment of such routes depend upon 
the report of the local road authori- 
ties as to the condition of the roads. 

Mr. Bilakslee—What branch of the 
postal service is there, the extension, 
the establishment or _ alteration of 
which ig left to the local road authori- 
ties, or local county authorities, or lo- 
cal state officials? 

Senator Hardwick—There is no 
branch of the service, Mr. Blakslee, 
in any way comparable to this service. 
You admit yourself that whether or not 
you can extend the service to some sec- 
tions depends primarily, if not entirely, 
on the condition of the public roads. 
You sa ou are going to constitute 
yoursel the judge of that question of 
fact. Without intending, of course, 
any personal reflection—I have the 
very highest regard for the witness 
personally—I think that that means 
that the fourth assistant postmaster 
general of the postoffice department is 
to be advised from some source or from 
some quarter on this point of fact. You 
could not possibly know it yourself. 
Then, why not go to the constituted 
authorities charged by law with the 
establishment and maintenance of the 
highways of the country for a certifi- 
cate as to their condition. 

Mr. Blakslee—I think i¢ should be 
confined to the representatfons of some- 
body who is identified with the feder- 
al administration, who would guaran- 
tee able, accurate and reliable advice. 

Senator Hardwick—The postmasters, 
sitting down at the county town, or 
at the city, can not Know very much 
about this question. They have got to 
guess at it or take the information 
of somebody else: Why not go right 
straight to the source of authority 
on this thing, to the people that run 
the roads, who keep them up and im- 
prove them, and are elected by the peo- 
ple and are charged with that func- 
tion, for your information § on this 
point? Otherwise your motor system 
is not likely to be put in at the places 
where it has the best chance of suc- 
cess. 

Preference to Former Carriers. 


In the appointment of additional car- 
riers to meet the new conditions im- 
posed, the department is required un- 
der the senate bill to give preference 
to carriers who were formerly con- 
nected with the service, but were drop- 
ped in the reorganization brought 
about last year. 

Another blow at Postmaster General 
Burleson's administration is contained 
in the paragraph which authorizes and 
directs the department to carry out the 
will of congress in increasing the car- 
riers’ pay to $1,200 per annum for the 
year ending June 30, 1915. Under a de- 
partment ruling the maximum salary 
was held at $1,100 per annum. 

The estimate of $48,500,000 made by 
to cover salaries of 
rural carriers for the fiscal year 1917, 
was increased to $53,000,000, or $4,500,- 
000, by the house and has been retain- 
ed in the senate committee. Congress 
seems unwilling for the department to 
make a reputation for economy at the 
expense of the rural carriers.

DEACONESS QUESTION 
UP TD PRESBYTERIANS 


Southern Assembly to Decide 
Whether Office Shall 
Be Created. 


Orlando, Fla., May 21.—The general 
assembly of the Presbyterian Church 
in the United States, which yesterday 
voted that women should not occupy 
pulpits in the south, tomorrow will 
take up the question of whether the 
office of deaconess shall be created. 
Should this be decided favorably to the 
women, it will be necessary to outline 
the work of deaconesses, as this church 
never had recognized that office. 

The matter will come before the as- 
sembly in the form of two reports from 
the committee appointed last year to 
study the entire question of woman’s 
position in the church. The majority 
reported in favor of continuing the 
present custom, but the minority be- 
lieved women should be granted great- 
er latitude in their church work. The 
reports were taken up in_ sections; 
those relating to pulpit work being dis- 
posed of yesterday after five hours of 
discussion. Commissioners’ tonight 
were looking forward to the debate 
tomorrow as possibly the most inter- 
esting of any expected at this year’s 
meeting. 

Another report expected to create 
great interest is that of the Rev. S. 
J. Jacob, the representative of the as- 
sembly to the meeting of the execu- 
tive committee of the federal council of 
churches. The 1915 assembly at New- 
port News took exception to the action 
of the federal council in indorsing cer- 
lain peace propaganda of the present 
federal administration. stating that it 
appeared that spiritual force was at- 
tempting to encroach upon temporal 
power.

LARGEST ATTENDANCE 
IN BAPTIST HISTORY 


2,125 Delegates at Southern 
Convention--Important Ques- 
tions Are Determined. 


Asheville, N. C., May 21.—The 1916 
Southern Baptist convention which will 
close tomorrow has had the largest 
attendance in its history, according to 
figures given out here tonight by its 
secretary, showing that 2,125 delegates 
have registered since the _ sessions 
opened last Wednesday. The largest 
previous attendance was 1,930. 

Religious services occupied the time 
of the convention today and tonight. 
Members of the convention occupied 
the pulpits of virtually every Protes- 
tant church in the city, both white 
and negro, and many preached at 
country churches nearby. 

The Woman’s Missionary union, an 
auxiliary, held special exercises late 
today in honor of Miss Fannie E. S. 
Heck, of Raleigh, who for fifteen years 
was president of the union. 

The woman's organization will give 
tomorrow morning over to a council 
of field workers at which leaders in 
the society will outline methods of 
work and discuss plans for the com- 
ing year. The convention itself is ex- 
pected to wind up its meeting Monday 
afternoon, having before it considera- 
tion of the past year’s work of the lay- 
men’s movement and of the activities 
of the Baptist Young People’s union. 
A number of other matters are ex- 
pected to be brought up under the head 
of miscellanous business. 

The convention already has determin- 
ed many of the more important ques- 
tions on this year’s program. <Action 
taken included: 

Consolidation of the monthly pub- 
lications of the home mission board 
and of the foreign board. 

Decision not to unite with other 
denominations in maintaining a school 
in Shanghai, China, for mussionries’ 
children. 

Retention for another vear of an 
educational commission to further the 
cause of “education in general and 
Christian education in particular,” in- 
stead of establishing for this purpose 


a board similar to the foreign and 
home boards. 

_ Discontinued the two field secretar- 
les of the fireign mission boards and 
recommended that the foreign board 
retain its corresponding secretary and 
one other office secretary instead of 
two, as at present. 

Postponed until next year the ques- 
tion of consolidating the home and 
toreign mission boards. 

Broke a precedent by allowing wom- 
en to address the convention and heard 
the statement by the Rev. Dr. J. B. 
Gambrell, a retired preacher of Dallas, 
Texas, that “some day women will be 
members of this convention.” 

The addresses by women were made 
Dy Miss Kathleen Mallory, of Mont- 
gomery, Ala., corresponding president 
of the Woman's Missionary union, who 
spoke briefly on the work of the wom- 
an’s training school at Louisville, Ky., 
and introduced Mrs. Maud MeClure, 
principal of the school, who went into 
greater detail about the work. 

The convention meets next in New 
Orleans, May 16 to 21. 1917. The 
Woman’s Missionary union, according 
to custom, will meet at the same time 
and place,
